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1. On 6 January 1952, LIU Shan-pen Risa ), Chief of Staff of the Chinese Comm- 
nist Air Force, accompanied by a number of Sov26Xladvisers and subordinate offi- 
eers, arrived in Mukden by plane. He conferred there with the Northeast Air Force 
Command and high-level Chinese and Soviet officials in regard to strengthening the 
Northeast Air Force and mobilizing the Northeast Anti-Aircraft Defense. 


Rumors are circulating in M cden that UN aircraft will soon stage large scale 
raids on the Nertheast and that Mukden will be attacked with atomic bombs.
